The Ohio Bankers Association is 


Urging the Passage of a Strin- 


gent Measure Protecting 


Depositors. 


Imprisonment for not more than ten 


years nor less than one year is pro- 
vided as the penalty for theft 
and 


fraud by bankers in the new state 
banking measure which 
the 
Ohio 


Bankers' Association will urge 
the 


legislature U> enact. The 
bill also 


provides for a state banking depart- 
ment to have supervision over state 
banks, for a reserve fund ;and for 
other protective measures not now on 
the statute books. The section cover- 
ing theft and fraud reads as fotlow&r 


"Sec. 63—Every president, director, 


treasurer, cashier, teller, clerk or 
agent of any "oank who embezzles, ab- 
stracts or willfully misapplies any of 
the moneys, funds, credits or property 
of the bank, whether owned by it or 
held in trust, or who issues or puts 
forth any certificate of deposite, draws 
any order or bill of exchange, makes 
any acceptance, assigns any note, 
bond, draft, bill of exchange, mort- 
gage, judgment or decree, or who 
makes any false entry ia any book, re- 
port or statement of the bank with in- 
tent in either case to defraud or in- 


poratioa or person, or to deceive any 
officer of the bank, or any agent ap- 
pointed to examine the affairs of such 
bank, shall be imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary not more than, ten years nor 
less than one year." 


Other interesting provisions of the 


proposed law are as follows: 


No bank to be organized with less 


than $200,000 capital except that £50,- 
000 capita! is permitted in placeS of 
30.000 population and less, $25.000 
capital in places of 5.000 population 
and Jess.

"A picture on every page" is the term 


by which an enthusiastic student of 
statistics describes the statistic;!! ab- 
stract of the United States just issued 
by the treasury bureau of statistics at 
Washington. While solid columns of 
flgw-es are not looked upon hy the av- 
erage citizen as especially picturesque, 
an examination of the pages of this 
publication presents some interesting 
if not absolutely picturesque facts. 


The gross area of the United States, 


exclusive of Alaska and Hawaii, has 
grown from 827344 square miles in 
1SOO to 3,025,600 iu 1900 and the popu- 
lation from 5,308,483 in 1800 to 75,093,- 
724 in 1900. 
Virginia ranked first in 


population in 1800, and in 1000 the 
same state ranked seventeenth. Penn- 
sylvania has sturdily held her own, 
having ranked second in population in 
1SOO and the same in 1900. New York, 
•tt-hich was third in 1800, is first iu the 
list in 1900. 


.North Carolina, which stood fourth 


in rank in 1800, was fifteenth in 1000. 
Kentucky 
moved 
downward 
from 


eighth in rank in 1800 to twenty-ninth 
ic 1000 ami Delaware from seventeenth 
to forty-sisrtli, while Indiana moved up- 
ward from twenty-first to eighth and 
Ohio from eighteenth, to fourth. 


The debt of the United States, which 


ia 1865 was $78.25 per capita, was in 
1901 $13.45 per capita, and the interest 
charge, which in 18t>5 was $4.29 per 
capita, was iu 1901 38 cents per capita. 
The lowest rate of interest in outstand- 
ing: bonds in 1SG3 was 4 per cent, and 
of those there were bnt $00,000,0<XI 
against f 245,000,000 in 5 per cent bonds, 
$1.213,000,000 at 6 per cent and $071,- 
000,000 at 7.3 per cent, while in 1901 
practically one-half of the outstanding 
debt stood at 2 per cent, and even those 
bonds were selling at a premium in 
the markets. 


Another interesting page is the one 


which shows the condition of the sav- 
ings banks of the United States in 
1901. 
Deposits in 1S20 were ?1,13S,57G 


and the number of depositors 8,635; in 
1901 the amount of deposits was §2,- 
4411,547.883 and the number of deposi- 
tors 0,107,083; the average sum due 
each depositor in 1820 -was 9331.80; in 
1001 it was $401.10. 


There is a statement showing the 


transactions of the New York clearing " 
house from 1S51 to 1901. 
In 1854 the 


number of hanks was fifty, the capital 
§47,000,000 and the clearings $5.750,- 
-535,087; in 1901 the number of bante 
had only increased to sixty-two and 
their capital to .?S1!,000,000, while the 
clearings had increased to 577,020,072,- 
4m, the number of banks having thus 
increased about 23 per cent and the 
capital about 1~> per cent, while the 
clearinpTs in 1001 were thirteen times 
HS much as in 3S54. 


In a single table is the story of the 


foreign commerce of the TJnited States 
from 1800 to 1900. In 1300 the imports 
were $01,000,000 and the exports $71,- 
000,0-00, imports exceeding exports by 
$20,000,000, or nearly 30 per cent; ia 
1901 imports were ?S23,000,000 and ex- 
ports $1.487,000,000, the excess of ex- 
ports being $8*54,000,000, or 80 per cent 
greater than the imports. 
Imports In 


1001 were nine times as great as in 
1SOO, 
and exports were twenty-one 


times as great as in 1SOO. 


One section of the abstract divides 


the imports into great classes and 
shows the relative growth of each. Aiv 
tieles of food in 1S8G formed 31 per 
cent of the imports and in 1901 20 per
